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FEA professor, chair sue university for $6 million

Two professors from the Depart- 
ment of Film and Electronic Arts have 
filed two joint lawsuits against the Cal 
State University, asking for more than 
$6 million in damages stemming from 
allegations of slander, libel, defama- 
tion, discrimination and retaliatory 
acts. 

The lawsuits also name Cal State 
Long Beach, President F. King Alex- 
ander, Provost Donald Para, Interim 
Dean of the School of the Arts James 
Kvapil and 50 unknown individuals 
believed to be related to the cases. 

Department Chair Michael Pounds 


and Professor Brian Alan Lane. al- 
lege, in court documents obtained by 
the Daily 49er from Lane’s attorney, 
that Alexander, Para and Kvapil initi- 
ated “unwarranted,” “unfounded,” and 
“aggressive” auditing of the two pro- 
fessors and falsely claimed that they 
engaged in “financial fraud.” 

Pounds and Lane also allege that the 
audit and claim of “financial fraud” 
were retaliatory and discriminatory 
acts against the two professors in re- 
sponse to reports they made of fraud, 


_misconduct and waste within the uni- 


versity. 

In 2008, after Lane published an es- 
say in the Union Weekly titled “Cheat- 
ers Ever Prosper,” CSULB’s Academic 
Affairs began investigating FEA As- 
sociate Professor Michael Berlin for 
misrepresenting academic credentials. 

“These are nonsense claims and 
have no connection whatsoever,” Al- 
exander said via email. “Whenever 
necessary, we have a legal responsibil- 
ity to investigate any claims of possible 
financial impropriety. This is why we 
asked the Chancellor’s Office, not our 


campus, to conduct an independent 
outside audit.” 

On May 9, the CSU Auditor’s Office 
released a report accusing an unnamed 
CSULB arts professor of misusing 
scholarship money and filing a false 
$10,000 reimbursement claim. 

The report alleged that the professor 
directed students to pay him portions 
of scholarship money he helped them 
receive. 

One student said the professor 
helped him obtain a $7,000 scholarship 
as compensation for work on a play he 
wrote during the 2008-09 academic 
year, directing him to keep $1,000 and 
give him $6,000 to pay for a casting di- 
rector and other expenses relafed to the 
play, the audit report said. 

Another student said he received a 
$3,424 scholarship, but was only al- 
lowed to keep $1,000. 

Alexander said via email that he 
could not identify the professor named 
in the report but CSU officials told the 
Daily 49er in May that he/she was still 
employed by the university. ~

NCAA Division I certifies 
LBSU athletics — again 


Vice president of 
student affairs 
criticizes the 
certification process.

Long Beach State athletics is fully 
certified by the National Collegiate 
Athletic Association (NCAA) Divi- 
sion I for a third consecutive year, as 
of Aug. 5. é : 

Certified programs are determined 
by operating principles adopted. by 
the NCAA Division I membership, 
which include governance and com- 
mitment to rules compliance, aca- 
demic integrity and gender/diversity, 
as well as student-athlete well-being. 

According to Douglas W. Rob- 
inson, vice president for student 
services and chair of the steering 
committee, institutions are required 
to assemble plans for improvement 
and a timeline to fix discrepancies in 
their standards, whether they are in 
conformity of the NCAA rules or not. 

In this way, gender/diversity and 
student athlete well-being will con- 
tinue to receive particular attention. 

Certification is a two-year pro- 
cess of planning. In 2010, an exten- 
sive self-study report of athletics 
programs was conducted, giving 


committees an opportunity to fully - 


. review and understand their institu- 
tion’s standing. The process included 
up to 63 members of-the campus 
community, including student, fac- 
ulty, staff, administrators and com- 
munity participants. 

“We didn’t just sit in a smoke- 
filled room and complete the report,” 
Robinson said. “We had to go out. to 
survey people. We had to go out and 
look at records to see whether or not 
we were operating our athletics pro- 
gram in conformity with the NCAA 


rules and regulations.” 

The NCAA certification process 
is also said to enlighten faculty, stu- 
dent and members of the Long Beach 
community on the internal workings 
of the athletics programs through in- 
vestigations. 

Senior criminal justice major 
Chris Sweeney of the track and field 
team says he had little-to-no knowl- 
edge of the NCAA. 

“I didn’t really understand cer- 
tification until now, with my coach 
Shaun Meinecke,” Sweeney said. 

According- to Sweeney, meetings 
can cover topics such as the illegal- 
ity of gambling on sports, accepting 
money as “gifts” from businesses and 
hazing. Sweeney said that, as an ath- 
lete, he. hadn’t noticed any significant 
changes to the athletics programs. 

“This campus community and 
the external community can take a 
lot of pride in how we operate as a 
university community and as a fam- 
ily,” Robinson said. “It just warms 
my heart.” 

However, Robinson also said he 
believes the entire certification pro- 
cess is flawed. He argues that the 
NCAA treats its applicants imper- 
sonally. 

“They said to have a teleconfer- 
ence to save money, but I thought 
they should have sent a represen- 
tative to the campus,” he said. “If 
anybody saves any money, it’s the 
NCAA, not this university, and that’s. 
a big problem.” 

According to Robinson, the entire 
process cost approximately $600,000 
from CSULB’s budget. | 

A week before the self study re- 
port was due, the steering committee 
received an email from the NCAA 
stating that all 30 institutions in 
the review cycle were halting their 
self-studies, on behalf of the NCAA 
admitting it’s certification process 
needs improvement. CSULB was 
given the option to terminate its re- 
view for a two-year moratorium, but 

the steering committee declined.

Link moves into LBSU history, strikes twice in rout of Hawaii 


Junior forward Nadia 
Link makes way into 
LBSU’s Top 10 all-time 
scorers list.

Behind two goals. from junior for- 
ward Nadia Link, the Long Beach State 
women’s soccer team-¢laimeéd its sec- 
ond straight victory with a 3-0-shutout, 
against Hawaii on Sunday at ‘George 
Allen Field. a 

Link, who scored two goals for the 
second consecutive match this “week- 
end, moved into a tie for ninth place on 


~ LBSU’s all-time scorers list with 14. 


“T had no idea,” Link said in between 
laughs after hearing the news of her ac- 
complishment. “My.mom is usually the 
one who looks that-stuff up. But it’s an 
honor, a great honor.” 

Link has scored in the 49ers’ (4-2-0) 
last four games and has been part of five 
of their last six goals. 

The Rainbow Wahine (0-5-0) was 
unable to pick up their first victory and 


struggled to. produce any sort of of- 
fense. Of the seven shots attempted by 
Hawaii, only one came on goal as op- 
posed to LBSU’s nine. oe 

Midfielder Shawna Gordon scored 
The Beach’s first goal in the ninth min- 
ute. Sierra Mack squeaked a sliding 
pass past Hawaii goalkeeper and found 
Gordon unmarked in the box. From 
there, Gordon was able to tap the ball 
in for the score. 


~ Gordon also found her way into 49ers _ 


history with her goal, tying her for 10th 
in the all-time scorers list with 13. 

Link’s first goal came shortly after 
in the 16th minute off an assist from 
‘Sidney Garza. Garza sent a lead pass to 
Link, who made a quick move around a 
pair of Rainbow Wahine defenders and 
connected on her shot past the diving 
goalkeeper. 

The ‘Niners’ aggressive offensive at- 
tack resulted in another goal in the 48th 
minute when Link scored for the sec- 
ond time in the game with a shot that 
deflected off her chest following a cross 
from-defender Nicole Hubbard. 

The goal was Link’s sixth of the sea- 
son — two-shy of matching her total 
from last year. 

LBSU head coach Mauricio Ingras- 
sia was pleased with his team taking 


control of the game early after having to 
battle back from an early deficit against 
Princeton in the previous match. 

“T didn’t like the way we came out on 
Friday and I thought it was important 
to grab the game from the very begin- 
ning,” Ingrassia said. “We improved on 
little details that we didn’t take care of 
on Friday and I feel like that’s what it’s 
about and I just liked our mentality to- 
day.” 

The Beach’s defense was well pre- 
pared and had Hawaii-‘on its heels from 
the start of the match, enabling LBSU 
goalkeeper Kaitlyn Gustaves to record 
her second shutout of the year. - 

The Beach will return to action Fri- 
day as it will face the University of Cal- 
ifornia-Berkeley at George Allen Field. 
Kickoff is scheduled for 4:30 p.m.
